The government has offered to buy 
grain from farmers and allow them 
the price prevailing on any future 
date they may select up to April 
1, 1947, 

Thus sales made now under this 
program would give a farmer a 
price higher than that prevailing 
at present, providing the market 
price on the date he selected to 
collect is above existing levels. 

WHEAT NOW is selling at or 
near the ceiling, or at a national 
average price of about $1.58 a 
bushel. 

But should the market price on 
the date he selected be lower than 
now, the farmer would get the 
lower price, and consequently be 
worse off financially than if he 
took present prices.

To Vets’ Land Act 


OTTAWA, April 3—(CP)—Two 
major changes in the Veterans 
Land Act were approved yesterday 
by the veterans committee of the 
commons, They will be put into 
effect by order-in-council. 

As outlined by Veterans Minister 
Mackenzie, they would: 

1, Give the minister discretion- 
ary power to give the act’s benefits 
to veterans of both great wars who 
still owe money under the Soldiers 
Settlement Act—its predecessor 
after the first great war. 

2. Provide a greater measure of} 
capital assistance for purchase of 
equipment and livestock and less 
for land and allow veterans to pur- 
chase livestock and equipment 
under the act for use on rented 
or privately-purchased land. 

THE FIRST, Mr. Mackenzie said, 
would benefit “certain” veterans 
of both wars who are unreasonably 
excluded from the land act under 
which veterans are settled on farms 
and small holdings. 

The second would be of particu-| 
lar help in planning for 1947. It had 
become necessary because of rising 
land prices which meant too much 
of the $6,000 ceiling was being eaten 
up for land alone, To increase that 
ceiling would only encourage the

Western members of the House of Com- 
mons, representing all parties, joined to urge 
the Government to open up the Peace River 
area in Alberta and British Columbia by 
building a railway outlet to the Pacific coast. 
The Government accepted the motion, and 
promised to give the proposal immediate | 
consideration. } 

Explaining the situation, without oppos- 
ing the motion, the Minister of Transport 
said experts had reported that such a rail- 
way would not be warranted until traffic 
from the area reaches a volume of 1,000,000 
tons per year. The present traffic is about 
250,000 tons. | 

A notable feature of the discussion was 
the view, expressed by the western members 
generally, that the road should be built as a 
development enterprise, without waiting un- 
til there is traffic enough to assure its oper- 
ation without loss. The point was stressed 
that if the railway had to be operated for | 
some year's at a loss, this would be offset by 
the opening of new opportunities for settle- 
ment, production and business. 

In no former discussion—and there has 
been a discussion at every session for many 
years—have members from the west been so 
unanimous or so outspoken in their willing- 
ness to take responsibility for deficits if 
these should be the result of building in ad- 
vance of existing traffic requirements. That | 
brightens the prospect that construction | 
may proceed as soon as material and labor | 
conditions make this practicable.

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Fight Against Cancer 


The Alberta branch of the Canadian Can- 
cer Society is campaigning this month to 
raise a fund to fight the disease against 
which its operations are directed. It is hoped 
to raise the sum of $2,000,000 across Can- 
ada in this campaign. Alberta’s share is 
$35,000. 

The purpose of the fund is to provide re- 
search and education and to enlarge the 
number of cancer clinics that operate across 
the country. 

There are only two of these clinics in 
Alberta, at Edmonton and at Calgary. But 
they perform such a useful task that Alberta 
people who are acquainted with their accom- 
plishments should be unusually eagér to pro- 
vide the means whereby their benefactions 
may be extended. 

More intensive research is one of the im- 
portant objectives of the campaign. The 
cause of cancer, almost alone among the 
major diseases, has eluded the enquiries of 
scientists, But there is no reason why it 
should continue to elude diligent and well- 
supported research. 

Cancer, however, is curable when taken 
in its early stages. And that is where the 
cancer clinics accomplish such a splendid 
purpose, Thousands of people who through 
fear or ignorance or apprehension of ex- 
pense would succumb to cancer are able, 
through these clinics, to secure timely treat- 
ment and a complete restoration of health, 

Edmonton people should require little 
urging to support this excellent campaign. 


“Good Neighbors” 


The ceremonial handing ‘over of the 
Alaska highway by the United States to 
Canada, which takes place at Whitehorse, 
Yukon Territory, today, is well worth all 
the fanfares that will be sounded, all the 
cannon that will be fired, all the sky rockets 
and pin wheels that will be blown up, all the 
mindfulness, in a word, that can be bestowed 
upon it, 

_ Not just because we Canadians are get- 
ting something out of the war—something 
we needed rather badly, a good highway 
built for us by someone else; not just be- | 
cause it writes another chapter in post-war | 
history; not just because the highway opens 
up vast Canadian territory that might not 
otherwise have been easily accessible for 
years to come. } 

The road, as everyone knows, was built 
by the United States army to give quicker 
and easier and more secure access to the 
American empire of Alaska at a time when | 
the sea route was friught with peril from | 
enemy action, It was no time, even had 
there been a disposition, to quibble over 
Canadian territorial rights; an overland 
route into an ally’s outpost was as essential 
to our safety as to his. 

_ Even now there must be lurking in the 
minds of general staffs, who ignore prob- | 
abilities to reck of the remotest possibility, 
the thought that some day the same quick 
access to America’s northernmost battle 
station may be needed again; and if so, Can- 
ada and the Commonwealth will be just as 
vitally interested as in Pearl Harbor's fate- 
ful hour. 

But for the indefinite future, the stra- | 
tegical highway, built by Americans through | 
Canadian territory as the Romans built 
roads through ancient Anglia, will be an 
artery for this country’s commerce, putting

protocols, concordats or bargaining, unhes- 
itatingly admitted its neighbor to build what 
was primarily a military work, which, when 
the danger had passed, he, equally uncondi- 
tionally, hands over to us as a gift. 

Anxiously watchful humanity will per- 
ceive the first pale gleam of the millenium 
when continental Europe begins even to 
think like this. 


Out of the Deep 


Somewhere out in the north Pacific an 
earthquake shook and perhaps upheaved the 
bed of the ocean. The seismograph reports 
had hardly been published when tidal waves 
rolled in on the shores of the Hawaiian is- 


| lands, the coast of Alaska and the sunny! 


beaches of California. The waves travelled 
at an estimated speed of 300 to 400 miles an 
hour. 

The quick reaction on so widely-separ- 
ated shores indicates that the subterranean 
shocks covered a large area, The speed and 
height of the waves suggests the violence of 
the disturbance, It must take a vast amount 
of energy to send waves a hundred feet high 
rolling across 1,500 miles of ocean at the 
speed of a fighter plane. 

It will be days before the count is made 
and it is definitely known how many persons 
were drowned or killed, how much damage 
done to homes and ships and other property. 
In the circumstances early reports are as 
likely to be under as over the mark, for com- 
munication with out-lying islands and 
coastal points was broken, 

The term ‘‘tidal waves”, by the way, is a 


misnomer. They are not tidal in origin or} 


nature. But the phrase has long been used, 


| its significance is well known, and it is likely | 
| to continue in use. Earthquake-waves would | 
| be literally correct, but less convenient. 


Perhaps the extent of this disaster will 


help the experts more accurately to forecast |physical de- 


the wave-creating effects of the atom-bomb 
explosions which are to be set off in the 
south-west Pacific on Dominion Day. That 
the man-made disturbance will be less far- 
reaching and less violent is to be hoped. 


Twenty-four Japanese submarines, some 
of them of the largest and very recent types, 
were towed out of Sasebo harbor and sent to 
the bottom, in water too deep for salvage 
operations. This is another instance of what 
a layman would call sheer waste. But the 
U.S. naval experts knew of nothing better 
to do with the ships and no way in which the 
metal could be economically turned to use. 


No man in any theatre of war did a finer 
or more courageous thing than Company 
Sergeant Major John Robert Osborn of the 
Winnipeg Grenadiers. At Hong Kong he 
smothered a Japanese grenade with his body 
and thus saved his comrades. His relatives 
have cause to cherish the Victoria Cross 
ag has come to them as a tribute to his 
valor. 


The Saskatchewan legislature has set a 
maximum highway speed of 45 miles an hour 
for night driving, and 50 miles for daytime. 
There is no mileage maximum in Alberta, the 
driver being required to avoid whatever may 
be construed as “dangerous driving”. The 
Saskatchewan experiment will be watched 


with interest in this and other provinces, The 
claim has been made here that to set a maxi- 
mum figure authorizes a driver to travel at 
that rate of speed, and provides him with an 
excuse if he gets into trouble while not ex- 
ceeding the legal limit.

on Canadian Nationality—I. 
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Who Is Canadian? 


“An Act Respecting Citizenship”, Which Got First Reading at Last Session of Parliament, 
Is Fruition of Prime Minister Mackenzie King's Election Promise to Correct Long- 
Standing Contradictions Created by Canadian Law Regarding Status of Aliens

With the re-introduction of the, 
Janadian citizenship bill, the con- 
‘usions and obscurities which have 
snveloped the question of Canad- 


ian nationality are in a fair way 
to be dispelled. 

The official title of the bill is “an 
act respecting citizenship, national- 
ity, naturalization and status of 
aliens”, The sponsor of it is Hon. 
Paul Martin, Secretary of State. 
The immediate background of the 
measure is as follows: 

Speaking at Winnipeg last May 
in the federal election campaign, 
Mr. King declared that if the Lib- 
eral party were returned to power, 
the contradictions in our laws with 
respect to Canadian nationality or 
citizenship would be cleared away. 
The Liberal party was re-elected 
and in due course a bill was intro- 
duced and given first reading. The 
legislation died in December on the 
order paper. With the opening of 
the new session, however, the bill 
is to be proceeded with. 


* * * 

IN THE DEEPER sense, no legis- | 
lation could, be more important 
than this measure. Nationalism, | 
the sense of nationality, is one of 
the most potent forces in the world. 


Nationality may be defined as the 
political and juridical bond which 
unites the individual to the state 
from which are derived rights and 
obligations, As Canada has grown 
and prospered, the deepening of 
this sense of nationalism has been 
evident on every side. The very 
word Canadian, which up to relat- 
Ively modern times applied only to 
Quebeckers, is now accepted gladly 
by all, 

There are two points about this! 
legislation. To begin with, so great 
are the confusions in law with re-| 
spect to nationality, that it is dirfi-| 
cult to indicate clearly the dram- 
atic changes whfch are now to be 
brought about. That they are reai 
and vital is unquestionable, 


* * * 


ON THE SECOND POINT, it may 
be said no measure could be more | 
fascinating in the light that it| 
throws backward across the years 
of our growth and development. 
For in this bill and in the record of 
the law on nationality which pre- 
cedes it, will be found an exact 
parallel to the major story of our 
rise to automonous nationhood. Na- 
tionality is, so to speak, a by-way | 
which has followed, though not 
without many detours, the broad 
highway which lead from colonial 
status to autonomy. The record 
which ends with this bill is an 
exact parallel to that of the develop.

Food— 


Some Rumors Spiked 


Survey of Actual Conditions Shows That Pictures of| 


Revolting Conditions Have Not Been Overdrawn, 
in Spite of Some Recovery

Suggestions that food conditions! 
in Europe are not as black as they| 
are painted are not borne out by 
a series of surveys, official and un- 
official, made by private and by 
government agencies. Soldiérs | 
have brought back stories of Ger- 
mans living in luxury and plenty. 
Fantastic tales come back of black 
marketing meals and entertain- 
ment in half the cities of Europe, 
Relief workers, on the other hand, 
have brought back stories of starv- 
ation, misery and death. Where 
does the truth lie? 

Holland, it is true, has overcome 
her worst, conditions. In doing so 
she has achieved a miracle, for 
Holland suffered more than any 
other country under the German 
yoke in western Europe. 

By the last weeks of April last 
year the ration issue in western 
Holland was down to 230 calories, 
and people were falling dead of 
hunger in the streets of The Hague. 
Today the government, by wise 
food purchase, by the proper 
utilization of their resources after 
the Germans left, and by a far- 
sighted program of importation,| 
initiated in the early days of the 
Dutch government in England, is| 
able to maintain a basic ration of 
1,911 calories which, by various) 


gradations, reaches 3,681 for 
heavy workers.

IN BELGIUM, where conditions 
are good, the bread ration has been 
reduced from 450 grammes a day 
to 400. The extraction of flour! 
from wheat is to be increased to, 
83 per cent, and ten per cent rye 
will be added. 

Ten per cent of rye wholemeal is | 
to be incorporated with flour for | 
breadmaking. The admixture of 
maize flour also is contemplated, 
in so far as the small stocks avail- 
able for human consumption per- 
mit.

Of the plight of Germany there is 
no shadow of doubt,

is no large organized black market 
in Germany—for no black market

France, Holland, 
Norway, even Italy, have foods 
that are not on the ration—foods 
that can supplement the bitter 
sparsity of official issue.

If my husband had the plow and 
tractor he could get more than 
enough work to pay off the loan.

As for advising you how to stand 
and how to grip the putter, that 
seems unimportant because every- 
hody holds the putter differently 
and stands differently. Yet they all 
obtain about the same results. 

One of the very necessary things 
to do in order to putt well is to 
keep your putter on the line. In 
other words, when it goes back of | 
the ball it must stay ona line and 
hit through the ball towards the 
cup. At all times during your put- 
ting swing, the putter must be low 
to the ground and low on the fol- 
low-through. This gives the ball 
overspin and makes it roll true. 
Another very necessary thing to 
remember is to keep your body 
still while actually putting. Any 
movement will throw your putting | 
stroke out of line. 

Some of the best putters we have 
had in the game in recent years 
are Horton Smith, Paul Runyan, 
Harold McSpaden, Sam Snead, and 
Ben Hogan. If you were to watch) 
these men putting you would see} 
that they all have a different stance 
and all use a decidedly different 
putting grip. 

Smith and Snead stand fairly 
erect with their feet close together 
and play the ball approximately in 
the middle of their stance, with 
their weight equally distributed on 
both feet. | 
Paul Runyan, who has retired 
from the game to go into the 
jewelry business, stood with more 
weight on his left foot while keep- 
ing his feet spread well apart. He 
piayed even with his left foot. 
Harold McSpaden, who stands 
wth his feet wide apart, plays the 
ball well in front of the left foot 
and kind of shoves the ball into 
the hole. 

Runyan and McSpaden hold their 
putters firmly in the left hand, 
whereas Smith and Snead hold 
their putters lightly. 

Ben Hogan, who is probably the 
most effective short putter in the 
game today, plays the ball off his 
left heel. He keeps his weight even- 
ly distributed between both feet 
and has a very short backswing. He 
hits up and thraugh on each putt. 
All of these boys when they putt 
do not use all wrist-action or all 
arm-action in their strokes, but a} 
combination of both. This keeps) 
their clubheads working as 
pendulum stroke. 

My own style of putting is more 
like Snead’s, but there is a differ- 
ence. I play with a wide open 
stance so that when I am putting 
I am almost facing the hole. I keep 
my left hand firm on the club and} 
try to tap the ball through to the 
hole with my right hand, I have 
to work constantly on my putting 
to keep from hitting the ball with 
a wrist motion. That's my weak- 
ness in this department of the 
game. However, when I can hold 
my left arm and hand firm on the 
club and tap the ball smoothly, 
then my putting is good.
